Mentors still needed for Aguante Project

The Aguante Project is in search of 25 mentors to assist in 
tutoring children from Field Club Elementary. 

The project is an academic mentoring program for inner- 
city Latino families who attend Field Club Elementary. 
Aguante, which is now in its second year, was an expansion of 
the existing Family Mentoring Program coordinated by UNO's 
School of Social Work. 

UNO was one of 28 schools in the nation to receive a 
$210,000 grant for the project. Theresa: Barron-McKeagney, 
project director, helped secure the grant from the U.S. Justice 
Department. 

Linda Nelson, principal of the Field Club Elementary, said 
the program is “really important to our students.” 

The project links UNO students with at-risk fourth: and 
fifth-grade Latinos at Omahe’s Field Club Elementary School. 

Mentors within the project not only help the students with 
schookvork but also assist their families in adapting to how the 
School svstent operates, 

“We're trving to aectimate the students and their family to 
our county,” she said. 

Tham are approximately 600 students enrolled in: the 
elementary school, hallof which are Latinos. Nelson said 193 of 
the students are in the English asa Second Language program. 


According, Barron-McKeagney, the program has 46 to 48 
families signed up and only 25 mentors. 

“Omaha has so many mentoring, programs it is hard to 
recruit mentors,” Barron-McKeagney said. 

Another drawback in finding mentors is the age 
requirement placed on them. Barron-McKeagney said the 
mentors all must be 21 years or older. 

“Tam trying to get that changed to 18,” she said. “We 
definitely need mentors.” 

Aguante, which means “persevere” in Spanish, began at 
UNO in January 2001. 

“The program will probably fast until six months into 
2004," she said. 

Due to Field Club Elementary’s overabundance of 
students last year, many of the former children have transferred 
to another school, Liberty Elementary. 

“We have asked the mentors to go to Liberty and continue 
to tutor those children,” Barron-McKeagney said. 

She said the facility is filled with good people whe are 
Willing to open the doors to her program. Foe an hour a day 
mentor are asked to spend time tutoring their proteges. 

“Some do mony,” she said. “Some of the mentors are very 
devoted to the kids.”

Contact: 
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To change or not to change?

“We should cultivate a 
willingness to change our beliefs 
when confronted with evidence,” 
UNO professor Jerry Cederblom 
told a group of about 30 students 
who gathered to hear him speak 
Oct. 2. 

Cederblom, a professor in the 
philosophy department, lectured 
“On Changing Beliefs” as part of the 
2002-03 Philosophy Colloquia 
Series. 

During his presentation, he 
discussed the “Heretical Doubts of a 
Critical Reasoner.” As a student and 
teacher of critical reasoning, 
Cederblom discussed the dilemma 
of willingness to change beliefs vs. 
steadfastness of belief. 

Cederblom is chairman of the 
Goodrich Scholarship Program and 
teaches courses in critical reasoning, 
logic, epistemology, history of 
philosophy and moral and political 


philosophy. He teaches 
autobiographical writing to 
Goodrich program students and isa 
guest lecturer at many schools 
across the country. 

For the colloquium, Cederblom 
first gave a brief history of the critical 
reasoning movement, explaining 
that the notion of “letting all sides be 
heard” began in the early ‘80s. He 
began his argument by looking 
through the eyes of a. critical 
reasoner. 

There was an opportunity for 
discussion, and then Cederblom 
took the opposite position in 
support of steadfastness of belief, 
saying that this steadfastness leads 
toa more substantial sense of self. 

“Knowing what you stand for 
— your set of beliefs — is an 
important sense of self,” Cederblom 
said. 

Cederblom concluded there 
must be a mix of the two and that 
the willingness change a particular 
belief also correlates with the type of

He explained that when faced 
with changing a core belief in his life 
he was “feeling like | was jumping 
off a cliff into nothingness.”

Elevated ideas and people in Omaha this weekend

Towering at a height of 7 feet 7 
inches, with feet encased in size 16- 
and-a-half shoes, former NBA star 
Manute Bol will be promoting 
awareness about the 19-year civil war 
that has torn his Sudan homeland of 
northeast Africa. 

The war has pitted the Sudanese 
government, the Arab and Muslim- 
dominated north, against the Sudan 
People’s Liberation Army, mainly 
Christian and animist in the south. 
Hundreds of thousands of civilians 
have been displaced from their homes 
in forced depopulation of the oil-rich 
land, In what is called Africa’s longest- 
running civil war, 2 million Sudanese 
have been killed, according to the 
Sudan Net Web site. 

Bol’s family has been an active 
part of SPLA’s efforts. Although he’s 
back in the United States, housed in 
modest accommodations, he 
continues his plea for peace. This 
weekend he comes to tell his story as 
well as the story of his people's 
suffering and hope. 

The Ring True Foundation is a 
charity Bol started to help children in 
southern Sudan, Oct. 4 marks the 
kick-off date for the — 30-day 
fundraising, effort to raise $50,000 for 
Ring ‘true. Omaha’s Zion Baptist 
Church has been an essential catalyst 
in making, Bol’s visit and awareness 
on struggles encountered — by 
Sudanese refugees in our community 
a reality. 

“The effort to fundraise is kev 


here,” Deacon Willie Bob Johnson, a 
UNO alum and organizer of this 
weekend's events said. 

In what began as an idea for 
“street ministry at a higher level,” 
Johnson’s work with the Sudanese 
community opened opportunities to 
further the idea when coming in 
contact with relatives of Bol living 
here in the community. 

This weekend’s events include 
visits to Benson High School and Boys 
and Girls Club of Omaha with 
Olympic athlete Robert Babu. Radio 
station 94,1 FM is also scheduled to 
have Bol on-air live at 5 p.m. on 
Friday, Oct. 4. From) 1-4:30 p.m. 
Saturday Miller Park, 2707 Redick 
Ave,, will feature community booths 
to spotlight services for the Sudanese 
community and appearances by Bol, 
performances by gospel band 
Spiritual Clouds of Joy and D] Bizzy B 
spinning gospel records, Sunday, Oct. 
6, Bol will speak at 4 p.m. at Zion 
Baptist Church, 2215 Grant St. 

Johnson explained how there are 
many obstacles the community needs 
to overcome, such as being aware of 
the difficulties put in front, of 
Sudanese refugees who are trying to 
acclimate themselves into a 
completely different culture. 

“Making services in the 
community available to them, making 
them known to where they are so they 
can access) them,” Johnson. said, 
“that’s one of the biggest things right 
now, because they don’t know who to 
vo to” 


He went on to describe how 


English as a second language is a 
serious barrier, as well as 
misunderstood rite of passage 
markings. Even knowledge of life 
skills we take for granted, such as 
turning on a computer or knowing 
how to balance a checkbook, are 
becoming necessary to know in our 
technology-soaked nation. 

“Those are the kinds of things 
that are the walls we need to break 
down in order to make a difference,” 
he said. “What I think I've enjoyed 
most about this effort is changing 
some opinions people have of those 
they don’t know. Bringing Manute 
will heighten our awareness of the 
things that people don’t know about 
the refugees here in Omaha and that’s 
the whole point of him coming.” 

Breaking barriers down and 
bridging some gaps is what it's all 
about, Johnson said. 

“We need to pull them into the 
mainstream so they can function like 
everybody else. It may take a little 
time but at least we're making the 
effort. 

“Manute is coming as an effort to 
[simply say], ‘I’m coming for the 
foundation so everything raised will 
go to the foundation and not to me,” 
Johnson said. “He’s giving of himself. 
That’s truly commendable. If that’s 
not evangelism and service for your 
people, | don’t know what is.”

In a sport that has been described as 
boxing with your legs, two UNO women 
have excelled far beyond expectations and 
brought a great sense of pride to the 
Maverick Black Belt Association. 

Ruth Foutz, from York, Neb., has 
qualified twice for the World University 
Team Trials (2000 and 2002) and Kellie 
Lewis will represent the UNO BBA at this 
year’s National Collegiate Tae Kwon Do 
Association tournament held in’ Puerto 
Rico. 

“T started tae kwon do because it was 
something | could do and do well,” Foutz 
said. “TE have continued in the sport to stay 
in shape and continue in national level 
competition. Besides, it’s so much fun.” 

Foutz and Lewis aren’t the only named 
success the BBA has. In addition to her 
appearances at the World University Team 
Trials, Foutz is also a three-time NCTA 
Bronze medallist in sparring. 

Another member of the BBA, Ciara 
Guy, is a two-time Pan American Poomse 
champion, a seven-time Junior Olympic 
US. champion and 2001 NCTA Poomse 
bronze medallist. 

On Nov. 13, 1999, the Mavericks hosted 
their first UNO Invitational. In 2000, thanks

Team and financial support from the city of 
Omaha, the Mavs hosted the World 
University Team Trials. 

Since then, the BBA has gained little 
support from the university. The annual 
tournament has been dropped due to 
insurance reasons and UNO has given very 
little financial support due in part to budget 
concerns. 

Tae kwon do is very similar to boxing. 
It has rounds, judges and a referee. Points 
are scored based on blows to certain parts of 
the body. However, there are major 
differences, other than the use of feet. 

Tac kwon do develops more slowly 
and relies on a very quick, explosive attack, 
rather than a barrage of strikes. An average 
person could watch a tae kwon do 
tournament and not even realize how great 
some of the match ups are. This is how tae 
kwon do shares similarities with another 
sport, wrestling, It is all about quickness of 
the attack and a split second can decide a 
match. 

The United States Tae Kwon Do Union 
has recognized some of these “problems” 
with slowness in competition and has made 
changes in scoring to promote more offense 
to the Korean-born sport. 

While 1962 is the official founding year 
of the sport, the actual roots of tae kwon go 
much further back. 

Many leaders and 
masters within the ranks of 
tae kwon do have debated 
the origin of the combat 
sport dating back to pre-

history. 

Scientists have 
been able to date a form 
of weaponless combat 
with similarities _ to 
today’s modern tae 
kwon do and recognize 
the sport is at least 2,000 
years old. 

Korea has a long 
history of both military 
and civilian trained 
martial arts. This long 
history contributes to 
the “Tenets of Tae 
Kwon Do,” which are: 
courtesy, integrity, 
perseverance, _ self- 
control and 
indomitable spirit. 

No matter how 
difficult it becomes for 
the BBA to compete, 
they continue to show 
their perseverance and 
effort to maintain these 
disciplines, 

They work out every Monday, 
Wednesday and Friday from 1-3 p.m. in 
HPER, Room 110. The club is open to 
anyone with a great interest in the sport of 
tae kwon do and the willingness to accept a 
challenge.
